HAT EVER bas been ſaid in the 
ww praiſe of a good Reputation, comes 
far ſhort of its real Worth, both as 


to preſent and future Life: what- 
ever can be ſaid to illuſtrate its Value, will 


ſtill be found deficient. Like the purity of 


Light, the more we conſider it, the more we 
are ſtruck with, yet the lets able to expreſs, 
its Beauty, Ir is the only thing, in which 
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a worthy Man is allowed to take Pride. With- 


out it, Wealth, Titles and Grandeur ſerve but 


but to make the Owner more conſpicuouſly 
contemptible; and tho' his Power may bind 
down the Tongue, the Eyes are free, and 
will ſpeak Scorn: whereas, he that is poſſeſs d 
of this ineſtimable Jewell, is Rich without 
Gold, and truly Great without an Equrpage. 
He has the Efteem of all good Men, and ſtrikes 
an Ae into the wicked. It behoves all de- 
grees of Perſons to be tenacious of it; but 
particularly him, whoſe Conſtitution is not 
hale enough to withſtand the peſtilential breath 
of Detraction. The over-grawn Oak is not 
ſo ſuſceptible of the inclemency of the Sea- 
ſons, as the tender Plaut. The utmoſt Care 
and Vigilance muſt be uſed to preſerve the 
One, whereas, the Other, perhaps, is Proof 
againſt che moſt tempeſtuous Weather. 


When either Envy, or Malice like Beaſts 
of Prey, ſeek to devour a good Fame in pri- 
vate Lite, we look upon it as an Argument 
of Guilt in the injured. if he is backward in 
an honeſt Ju ſtification: then, how much ought 
that Principle to operate in us, when the 
Accuſation is of a Public: Nature? We cer- 
tainly ought, unleſs we were but the meer 


Forms of Br:tons, to be actuated by a ſtron- 


ger Senſe of Self-vindication, (which every 
Engliſh Man is in Reaſon entitled to) accord- 
ing to the infinite diſproportion between 1 * 
lic 
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lick and Private loſs of Reputation. To loſe 
it in a private Capacity, we become indeed 
obnoxious to Particulars; but in a publick 
Capacity, we become ſo, not only to the 
whole Communiry, of which before we were 
Members, but even to the whole World; for 
as it affects the Publick and the World, it 
cannot be conceal'd from Eitber; and there- 
fore we muſt expect to be pointed at where- 
ever we go. What Virtue ſo exalted, as be- 
ing a true Patriot! What ſo much deſerves 
to be branded with Everlaſting, and Publick, 
Infamy, as being a Traytor to his Country! 


But ſome, perhaps, when they come to ex- 
amine, who I am, and the occaſion of the 
following Defence, may look big, and ſay, I 
am a little, trifling, Man of no Conſequence ; 
and that the Matter is as inſignificant, with 
many other Speeches of Superiority. Myſelf 
and the Matter may poſſibly be all this to 
ſuch Queriſts; but I think it is of the utmoſt 
Conſequence to every Man to be ſtrenuous in 
the ſupport of his Character. When he ceaſes 
to do that, 'tis a Sign he has no longer any 
good at Heart: If he neglects his own Fame, 
tis not to be expected he will be tender of his 
Neighbour's. Beſides, as I have already obſerv'd, 
the Meaner a Perſon is, the More it ſtands 
him in Need to maintain a fair Reputation. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Conſiderations have induc'd me to 
addreſs myſelf to the Publick, and ſtate the 
Caſe impartially before them, which I declare 
I ſhould not have done, without having been 
compell'd to it by many Inſults already re- 
ceiv'd, and to prevent any future Incroach- 
ments upon my Honour. To give every Bo- 
dy a clear Light into this Affair, it is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary I ſhould trace the Occaſion to 
its Source; but as that will be impoſſible, 
without entring into a particular Narrative, I 
hope it will not be miſconſtrued to any other 
Senſe than the real One, an honeſt Zeal to vin- 
dicate my Character; which cou'd not have 
been done effectually without it; for where a 
Wound is deep and dangerous, it muſt be 
well ſearch'd into, to make a compleat Cure. 
Bur I thall firſt repeat the Charge againſt 
me, in the very Words it was ſpoken by Mon- 
fieur de MONT AUD, not only to myſelf, but 
likewiſe to ſeveral others, at various times, who 
are ready to make their Affidavits of it. 


& That he, the ſaid de MONTAUD, ow- 
© ed the ill Succeſs of his Affairs, here, to his 
having entruſted them to Me. That the two 
* thouſand Pounds. he pretended, was promi- 
“ fed him by the Miniſtry for revealing cer- 
& tain Secrets, was with-held for no other 
« Reaſon, than becauſe he had confided in a 
«* Perſon, (naming Me) that was capable of 
* ſelling, not only a Friend, but * 
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and FRANCE for Money : adding, that he 
was aſſur d of this by Lord KILMALLOCK, 
who told him, he had it from the Mouth of 
Lord HARRINGTON. 


Heavy Accuſation indeed! If I have ever 
in my whole Life done any thing to deſerve it, 
I am content to ſuffer all that fo enormous a 
Guilt can ſubject me to, not only from my 
own (ountrymen, but from the whole World; 
but if on the contrary, I have behav'd, as be- 
comes an honett Man, and a Lover of his 
Country, I thall expect chat due Reward my 
Integrity may juſtly demand —— A good Chas 
rater, | | 


My firſt Acquaintance with Monfieur de 
MONTAUD, hapren d about the beginning of 
laſt July, at Slaughter's Coffee houſe in St. Mar- 
tin's Lane; where after ſome Diſcourſe, he let 
me into many of his private Affairs, with a 
Freedom, which very much ſurpriz'd me, till 
I found it proceeded as much from an Ima- 
gination that he was greatly injured by his Un- 
kle, the Cardinal de Fleury, and a Reſolution 
of proclaiming his Wrongs thro” all Chriſten- 
dom, as from a Talkative Propenſity in him. The 
ſum of what he related in this Converſation, 
was, that, after having been Reſident both at 
BRUXELLES and LIEGE, and employed 
in many other honourable and important Nego- 
egy, $ had, all at 5 been W 
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the ſaid Cardinal; baniſh'd the Court; had had 


all his Effects confiſcated; and on his retiring 
to BRUXELLES, where he ſollicited a Poſt in 
the Service of the Emperor, was diſappointed 
in his Hope, by the Influence of the Cardinal at 
thar Court: and that proceeding thence to the 
HAGUE, he was confin'd there, by the ſame 
Inrereſt for the Space of 50 Days, when he 


was enlarg'd, and embark'd for ENGLAND. 


To prove the Truth of all this, he told me, 
that if I pleas'd, he would ſhew me a Memo- 
rial, which he had got privately printed at 
Paris, ſetting forth the whole Affair. On 
this, I let him know my Lodgings, and the 
next Morning he made me a Viſit, bringing 
with him the ſaid Memorial. In this ſecond 
Converſation, he let fall ſome Expreſſions, 
which gave me then Reaſon to believe he poſ- 
ſeſs'd Secrets of Importance to GREAT BRI- 
TAIN ; therefore I encouraged a farther Ac- 
quaintance with him, in Order to come at an 
Explanation of what he now only darkly hint- 


ed at; and by Degrees, drew from him the fol- 
lowing Articles. 


« 1ſt. That the ſeeming Difference between 
the Courts of FRANCE and VIENNA 


« was Viſionary, and had little, if any, Reali- 
ty in it. 


2dly. That he was ſatisfied his Eminence 
* carried on ſecret Intrigues with VIENNA 


and. 
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& and MADRID, to the Prejudice of ENG- 
« LAND; and that he could prove it by the 
« Interception of Letters, Which he pretended 
© to undertake ſucceſsfully, knowing, as he 
« ſaid, the ſeveral Perſons imployed by his E- 


« minence in this private Correſpondence.” 


3dly.“ That there might be a Way found 
to break and diſconcert the Meaſures and 
Projects of the three Courts, and change 
* the Miniſtry of FRANCE in Favour of 
« ENGLAND.”

4thly. ** That he would draw up a Plan of 
&« the preſent State of the Court of FRANCE, 
« diſplaying the Opinions, the Views, the 
«* common and particular Intereſts of thoſe, 
„ who compole it; with the Means of gain- 


ing the Perſon, who may probably ſucceed 
the Cardinal in the Minittry.” 


I believe there are none that will not allow 
this to be a very bold Declaration, and enough 
to ſurprize any one that has his Country at 
Heart, and wiſhes it well. I am not aſham'd 
to own it did me. I imagin'd myſelf now, in- 
deed, poſleſs'd of ſomething of Conſequence, 
I had recourſe to all the little Prudence I was 
Maſter of. I conſider d what was proper to 
be done, what not, in ſuch a Caſe: and as I 
intend not to diſguiſe the leaſt particular of my 
Conduct, it will now ſoon appear to thoſe L 
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appeal to, whether I deſerve the above Charge» 


Or not. 


As J am at ſo great a Diſtance from the Se- 
crets of the Cabinet, it was impoſſible for me 
to make a Judgment of the Probability of 
what I had heard, or whether there was any 
other Foundation than meerly the Malice and 
Disappointment of the Author; however, it 
ſeem'd to me my Duty to inform Thoſe of it, 
whoſe great Wiſdom and Penetration could ad- 
mit no Doubt of diſcovering the Truth. Ac- 
cordingly, on the 13th of laſt July, I attend- 
ed the Right Honourable Sir ROBERT WAL- 
POLE at Wind/or, who was pleas'd to liſten 
to the Sum of what I had to deliver, and com- 
manded Me to wait upon him at Chel/ea the 
Wedneſday following. 


Ar my Return, I found Monſieur de MON- 
TAUD in the utmoſt Perplexity. He had, as 
he told Me, been menac'd by the Count de 
BROGLIO; and diſcover'd ſo great an Unea- 
ſineſs at his being lodg'd in a Place, where he 
was ſurrounded with 1 erſons, whom, he pre- 
tended he could look on, as no other, than fo 
many Spies upon his Actions, that I thought 
it beſt, as well in common Policy to prevent 
him from talking to others u ith the ſame O- 
penneſs he na done to me, as in C ompathon 
to the njuſtice I then ſuppos'd him labouring 
under, to invite him to an Apartment in the 

| Houſe 
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Houſe with my ſelf: For which Favour he ap- 
pear'd very much oblig'd, and delay'd not to 


accept it. 


Let any one now examine with che moſt 
ſcrutinous, but impartial Eye. Does the Pains 
I took, or the Incumbrance I brought upon 
my ſelf, bear the leaſt Reſemblance of a Diſ- 
poſition capable of /e//ing My Country? Was 
it not a more advantageous Proſpect to a mer- 


cenary Mind to have betray d Mauſicurn de 


MOATAUD to his Uncle the Cardinal de 
FLEURY, thro' the Count de BROGLIO, 
than to ſcreen him from chat Miniſter. at my 
own Expence, who, according to Monſieur de 
MONTAUD, had given expreſs Orders to his 
Excellency the Count de BROG CIO, to have 
a ſtrict Eye on his ( onduct here in E\G- 
LAND? What Apellation, but that of Tray- 
tor to my Country, cou d } have merited, had 
I heard her threatn'd with Dangers, | then 
knew not were chimerical and conceal d them 
from thoſe, whoſe Vigilance can alone pro- 
tect Her? if this be allow'd, as certainly ic 
mult, why ſhou'd it nut be granted, that the 
Reverſe of ſuch a Behaviour, deſerves the Re- 


verſe of that moſt deteſted Character? — Burt 
to return, 


On Wedneſday the 15th, T waited on Sir 
ROBERT AO E at Cieljea ac.ording 
to Order, and then related all the rarciculars, 


as 
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as I had receiv'd them from the Mouth of 
Monſieur d. MONTAUD; carrying alſo with 
me a Title Page of a Book, and Propoſals for 
printing by dubſe ript'on a Work, which He 
faid, he had written in Conjunction with a 


German Man ot Quality. 


On Tueſilav the 2 1ſt of the fame Month, I 
again attended Sir ROBERT WALPOLE by 
Order; but he had by this } ime examin d in- 
to the Affair, as well as the Clara er of Mau- 
ficur de MONTAUD, and told inc, he was a 
Man of no Conſequence, nor in the leaſt to 
be depended on, but at the fame Time was 
pleaſed to allow I had done my Duty. I «am 
glad at my Soul, that all thoſe Suggeſtions had 
no other Foundation, than a warm magina- 
tion; and as they prove ſo, I humbly conceive 
this publick Repetition of them, will not be 
imputed to Me as a Faulr. 


From this, I began to conſider 2 eur de 
MOATAUD as a Trifler; and tho” he every 
Day entertain'd me with Diſcourſes on the 
ſame Heads, was reſolv'd to trouble my ſelf no 
farther with any 1 hing he reported; tho' I 
cou d not ſometimes forbear being in the utmoſt 
Conſternation, that a Man, who in Reality 
knew /o cory little, ſhou'd pretend to know /o 
much; and indeed he urter'd his Inventions 
with ſuch Aſſurance, and accompany'd with 
ſuch plauſible Circumitances, as muſt have 
| gained 
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gained Credit from thoſe unacquainted with 
his Character. 


In this Regard did he ſtand in my Opinion, 
till I was inform'd that he had been brought 
acquainted with Lord KILMAL1L OCK, who 
ſo far depended alio on what he ſaid, that he 
gave him the Aſſurance, according to Monſteur 
de MONTAUD, of a very handſome Recom - 
penſe, on Condition he would deliver to him 
in Writing, the Full of what he knew. 
Monfieur de MONTAUD, I am ſenſible com- 
mitted Writings to that Gentleman, and ſoon 
after declar'd to me, in the Preſence of ſome 
other Company, that the ſaid Lord KILMAL- 
LOCK proteſted he came to him in the Name 
of his MOST SACRED MAJESTY, and the 
Aimiſtry; and to excite him to a ſpeedy Diſ- 
patch of what he defired, and the entruſting 
it in his Hands, told him it was the Policy of 
the Engli/h Court always to tranſact Affairs of 
this Nature by a Third Perſon, and for In- 
ſtance, mention'd the Caſe of the Duke de 
RIPERDA. Whether this, or any Part of it, 
was ſpoken to Monfieur de MOATAUD by 
Lord KILMALLOCK, I will not pretend to 
determine; but that they had long and fre- 
quent Conferences together, I am very certain; 
as alſo, that the former had the Privilege of 
eating every Day at a French Ordinary, which 
the latter ſtood engag'd to diſcharge ; and all 
this, according to Monſieur de MONT AUD, 


by 
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by private Orders from the Right Honourable 
the 1 ord HARRINGTON. 


Day afrer Day, for the Space of more than 
three Weeks was he deluded, or ſeem'd to be 
deluded, with the Expectation of receiving the 
above-meationed Sum of Two T houſand 
Pounds, promis'd him, as he ſaid, by Lord 
KILMALLOCK on the Part of the Mini- 
ſtry, as a Recompenſe for the Plan he had gi- 
ven that Gentleman in Writing. Ar laſt, im- 

atient at this Delay, he complain'd to Lord 
KI: MALLOCK, who, as he /aid, gave him 
freſh Aſſurances of the Payment; telling him, 
that he was then going to Windſor on that 
Buſineſs and did not doubt but to bring an 
Order for the Money at his Return, when he 
would immediately ſend for him. On this, 
Monſieur de MONT AUD appear'd a little 
more eaſy, and he began now to gain Credit 
with me again; for imagining, that he mighr 
poſſibly have imparted to Lord KILMAL- 
LOCK ſomething more material, and leſs ro- 
mantick, than what he had put in my Power 
to do to Sir ROBERT WALPOLE, I made 
no Scruple {till to aſſiſt him (according to my 


Capacity) for his neceſſary Expences. 


In about a Week, or ten Days after, he was 
inform'd Lord KILMALLOCK was come 
from Vindſor; but not ſending to Monſieur 


de MONTAUD, according to Promiſe, he re- 
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laps'd into his former Diſcontent, and hurty'd 
to the Lodgir gs of the ſaid Lord, tho' very 
late at Night. Not finding his Lordſhip at 
Home he went early the next Morning, and, 
as he ſaid ſpared not to tell him, he thought 
himſelf trifled with by him. and that he would 
appeal to Lord HARRINGTON himſelf. On 
which, the Other ſeem'd alarm'd, and accor- 
ding to Monſieur de MONT AUD, deſired his 
Parience three or four Days longer, under 
Pretence that he expected to receive Com- 
mands concerning his Affair every Moment. 


This ſerv'd to ſpin out a little more Time, 
but it cou'd not be expected to do fo long with 
a Perſon of Monfieur de MONT AUD's Ne- 
ceſſities, and natural Impatience; and indeed 
the Excuſes he ſometimes brought Home, 
were ſuch, as cou'd not be very ſatisfactory to 
a reaſonable Man. 


Ar length, Lord KILMALLOCK faid he 
would go again to Vindſor, and accordingly 
did; but not returning ſo ſoon as Monfieur de 
MONTAUD expected, he reſolv'd to put in 


Practice the Reſolution he had taken ſometime 


before, of attending Lord HARRINGTON 
himſelf, in caſe he ſhou'd find no Effect of the 
Promiſes made him by Lord KLLMALLOCK:; 
To that End, he entreated I wou'd encreaſe 
the Debt, already contracted to Me, with as 
much as wou d defray the Charges of his 2 
C ne 
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ney to W:nd/cr, and that I wou'd accompany 
him in it. As he had made Things appear to 
me, by the moſt ſeeming, candid, and open 
Repetition, of all the different Converſations 
he had had with Lord KILMALLOCK, 
which was ſtrengihned by the Knowledge, 
that he was frequently with him, and by ſee- 
ing the various [urns of his Temper, accor- 
ding to the Promiſes, or Delays, be pretended 
were given him by that Gentleman, I believe 
Lord KI! MALLOCK will readily afford me 
his Pardon, for confeſling I was ſo far deceiv'd 
by the Artifices of this falſe Frenchman, as ro 
ſuſpect he had not been treated by him with 
that Candour, might be expected from one of 
his Birth. 


Suppoſing therefore the Circumſtances, as 


well as Diſpotition of Monſieur de MON- 


T AUD, widely diſtant from what I have ſince 
found chem, I helitated not to comply with his 
Requeſt, and we ſet out together for Mindſor, 
on the loth of September, "where we arrived 
about Noon, and at Five the fame Day, he had 
the Honour to be admitted to Lord FLAR- 
RINGTOMN. 


He ſtay d not long before he join d Me in a 
very gay Humour, {t cw ing Me five Guineas, 
which he fd Lord HARRINGTON had gi- 
ven him in Part of Payment, with a Promiſe, 


if you'll beltæve him, that he ſhou'd be ſatisfy d 
in 
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in full the enſuing Week, when his Lordſhip 
would be in Town. 


Accordingly, the ſucceeding Twe/day in the 
Afternoon, being the 15th, he attended Lord 
HARRINGTON at his Houſe in St. James's 
Square, and received from him, as he ſaid, five 
Guineas more; adding, that, tho' the Payment 
of the Sum promis'd, was (till delayed, he 
doubted not but he ſhou'd receive it; for he 
had the Word of Lord HARRI\ GTO. for 
it from his own Mouth. Can any Body now 
blame my Credulity ? Who wou'd not have be- 
liev'd as I did, when ſo many Circumſtances 
concur'd ro make him ſeem a Perſon, whoſe 
Intelligence was not to be contemn'd ; without 
mentioning the favourable Reception his Lord- 
ſhip was ſo good to vouchſafe him, with theſe 
two Donations? 


Tueſday the 22d he waited on Lord HAR- 
RINGTOWN a third Time, and receiv'd, as he 
ſaid, five Guineas more; but being now, ac- 
cording to him, very much diſſatisfy'd, that the 
Payment of the grand Sum was {till put off, 
he told me, that he had ſpoken to his Lord- 
ſhip in this Manner: © "That he would not 
have the Miniſtry flatter themſelves; for the 
„Cardinal had mark'd down ENGLAND 
« and HOLLAND in Red Letters. That the 
e Maritime Powers had formerly tal#'d loud, 
but there was ſomething hatching wou'd 
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& humble their Pride. That the Cardinal kept 
« ENGLAND at his Command. That the 
« Emperor did not even liſten to us, but thro? 
ce his his Mediation. And that it is the Policy 
&« of the Cardinal to turn his Back to the Door 
* he wou'd go out at.” 


In ſome Days after this Viſit, he was ex- 
tremely penſive, and ſometimes talk'd as if he 
wou'd leave ENGLAND immediately, crying 
out it was the Policy of the Miniſtry to keep 
him here in ſuſpence, and that he wou'd nor 
be made their Property. At others, he in- 
veigh'd againſt their Unſincerity, ſaying he was 
certain they had betray'd all that he had diſ- 
cover'd to them, to Count de BROGLIO, and 
pretended he was under ſome Apprehenſions he 
ſhou'd be ſeiz'd by his Intereſt, and ſent Pri- 
ſoner to FRANCE, his Excellency, according 
to him, having menac'd him with ſomething of 
that Nature, a little after his Arrival, if he 
did not hold his Tongue. His Paſſion, however, 
being ſomewhat evaporated by theſe Kind of 
Exclamations, he reſolv'd to wait once more 
on Lord HARRINGTON, and know what 
was determin'd for him. Accordingly he did, 
but returning full of Diſpair and Rage, began 
to conſult Means of departing for TURKY, 
where, he /a:d, he had been greatly ſollicited 
to come; but wou'd never have conſented to 
enter into the Service of thoſe Enemies to 
Chri/t:zanity, had not a Prince of the Church 
Gs | prevented 
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prevented his getting Bread in any Chriſtian 
Country. I now began to perceive there was 
little Probability of being paid the Money I had 
disburs'd for him; and ſpeaking to him on that 
Head, he reply'd, * He had been ill uſed by 
« the Miniſtry, — that he had but 15 Guineas 
& to carry him to CONSI ANTINUPLE, and 
te that they alledg'd the little Regard they had 
& paid him, was owing to his having plac'd a 
* Confidence in Me; and then repeated the 
“Charge, as above.” 


Unworthy were I to be born in a Country, 
where Liberty and Preferty are fo well eſtab- 
liſh'd, that the meane/t of its Subjects has an 
equal Privilege with the greaze/t to aſſert his 
Right, cou'd I have heard my ſelf unjuſtly 
branded with a Crime fo deteſtable, and not 
reſolve to clear my ſelf! I told Monſieur de 
MONT AUD, I wou'd attend Lerd HAR- 
RINGTON and Sir ROBERT WALPOLE, 
and did not doubt but they wou'd have the 
Goodneſs ro let me know, who it was had in- 
ſpir'd them with ſo cruel a Notion of a Per- 
ſon, who had never given the leaſt Occaſion 
for it, and who wou'd chuie much rather to 
die, than merit ſuch a Character. He ſcem'd 
not at all alarm'd at my Leſign, but the rather 

rompted me to put it in þ xecution, which I 
immediately had done; but findins rhoie who 
were to clear up this Afiair ar /* vr, 1 un- 
fortunately deferr'd it till their Return. I tay 
3 unfortunately, 
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unfortunately, becauſe had TI had the Honour 
of ſceing either Lord HARRINGTON or 
Sin ROBERT WALPOLE, before the Depar- 
ture of Monſieur de MONTAUD, I ſhou'd 
have been convinc'd how much I had been 
umpos'd upon by that diſappointed Frenchman, 
and perhaps taken ſuch Meaſures, as wou'd 
have prevented %s from ſpreading this Report 
in the Manner he has done, and me from the 
Necethty of making this publick Vindication 
of my Innocence. Having unluckily, as I 
have juſt obſerv'd, reſtrain d my Impatience 
till che enſuing Week, which was the Time 
given out for their Return from Windſor, Sir 
ROBERT WALPOLE departed for Norfolk, 
and Mon/ieur de MONT AUD had ſettled eve- 
ry Thing ready for his Embarkation to TUR- 
KY; before I cou'd have Admittance to Lord 


HAR RINGTON. 


On complaining to Monfeur de MON- 
AUD, juſt before his Departure, how greatly 
I had ſuffer d by my Acquaintance with him, 
he told me he was ſentible of it, and very 
much troubled, bur that it was no Way i in his 
Power to redreſs any Part of it. As for the 
Money, /aid he, you have been ſo kind to ad- 
vance for me, I will return as ſoon as I am 
able: In the mean Time, will make you a 
Note by Way of Acknowledgement. Who 
knows, added he, with an Air of Pride, What 
the Sieur de Montaud may one Day be? Then, 
calling 
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calling for ten and Paper, he made me his 
Note for 30 J. which I had lent, and paid for 
him at ſeveral Times, from the Time Lord 
HARRINGION is ſaid to have engaged in 
the Affair. I was not fo weak to imagine ſuch 
a Note of any Service, as to the Recovery of 
my Money, or that he had Honour enough to 
think either of that, or what I had done for 
him, when he had no longer Need of my Aſ- 
ſiſtance; but I took ir, believing it might help 
to prove how far I had been from having any 
ſiniſter Views, and that by engaging with him, 
I was purely actuated by an honeſt Zeal for 
the Good of my Country. 


The Time between making this Note and 
his Departure, exceeded nor five or fix Hours, 
which were all taken up in affirming the Truth 
of what he had related, and particular iſing 
Circumſtances of the ſeveral pretended Facts. 
After a Thouſand Imprecations, concerning 
the Verity of his Diſcourſe with Lord HAR- 
RINGTOYN, Tueſday the 22d, on the Cardi- 
nal's being in the Intereſt of the Emperor, ſaid 
he, as a farther Confirmation, © When you 
&« feea Marriage between an ARCH-DUTCH- 
“ESS and DON CARLOS, then Monjeur de 
« MONTAUD will perhaps be believed 
« When I was Reſident at LIEGE, added le, 
„ Monfieur de VIA ANV, one of the Secreta- 
« rtzs to the ARCH-DUTCHESS, who had 
„formerly been employ'd at the Court of 

« FRANCE, 
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&« FRANCE, and had now a Defre of te- 
« inſtating himſelf, propos'd ro Me intercep- 
ting the Letters from It NA, and com- 
municating them to the Cardinal. I thought 
© it my Duty, /a:d he, to acquaint his Emi- 
* nence of this Offer, believing it wou'd be 
* acceptable ; but contrary to my Expectation 
« he ſeem'd very indifferent, and refer'd the 
Affair to Monfieur le BLANC, which, as I 
© knew it did not regard him, he moving in 
« a different Orb, I plainly perceiv'd the Rea- 
« ſon of this ſeeming, tho' cool, Encourage- 
& ment, and fo let the Affair drop. A ſecond 
& Inflance of the ſame Kind, continued he, 
e happen'd when I was at Bruxelles. Mon/ieur 
& CUVILLIER the Chancellor, talking to me 
* one Day about the Cardinal ſaid to me, on 
& that Score, Mars Monſieur, pouvons nous 
«K nous fier a ſon Eminence? y-va-t-il de bonne 
« foy? And theſe Queſtions were ask'd me by 
« the ſaid Chancellor, a little after the Treaty 
« of SEVILLE.” 


Many other ſurpriſing, and if true, impor- 
tant Secrers did he in the Height of his Re- 
ſentment let fall. To all which, I made bur 
ſhort Replies, now being of Opinion, that he 
was a Man of no Conſequence indeed, nor what 


he ſaid to be depended on; for if any one of 


the pretended Articles cou'd have been made 
out, we mult believe, ſo w/e and able a Mi- 


niſtry, as we are now bleſſed with, wou'd cer- 
tainly

tainly have encourag'd the Treaſon, whatever 


Regard they had paid to the Traytor. 


Monſieur de MONT AUD now gone, I wait- 
ed on Lord HARRINGTON at St. Fames's 
Square, and entreating his Lordſhip's Permiſſi- 
on to vindicate my Character, he gave me 
Leave, with an Afﬀab:lity worthy of himſelf, 
to aſſure all my Friends from him, that no ſuch 
Aſperſion had been caſt on it by him, and 
that he had never heard my Name called in 
Queſtion. I ſhall always with becoming Gra- 
titude acknowledge the Juſtice and Candour of 
his Lordſhip ; but as nothing is fo ſwift as 
Scandal, eſpecially, when got into Mouths not 
much accuſtom'd to keep vilence ; and as this 
is ſpread too wide for a private Juſtification to 

ut a Stop to it, I am therefore compelled to 
= Recourſe to the Preſs in this Appeal to 
the Publick, to whoſe impartial Cenſure I com- 
mit my Cauſe and Reputation, deſiring to be 
acquitted, or condemned, according as my Acti- 
ons have deſerv'd. 


I hope the Love of our Country is not ſo far 
eras'd in Br:iti/þ Minds, that there are nor ftill 
2 great many of us, who wou'd not readily take 
the ſame Pains I did, if ſuch a ſeeming View 
of doing her Service offer'd it felf ro them, bur 


done ſo, wou'd not think it hard to meer with

Endeavours were without Szcce/s tho' were we

Cou'd either of thoſe worthy Mini 
ters juſt mentioned, have been capable of do- 
ing me this Injuſtice, what wou'd it look like,

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Since I wrote the above Defence, ſome Per- 
ſons having diſputed Mon/ieur de MONT AUD's 
Claim of Kindred to his Eminence the Cardi- 
nal de FLEURT, I think it neceſſary to ſay 
ſomething to the Publick on that Head, by way 
of authoriſing my Belief. I will venture to

As tranſlated. 
My Lord, 


HE Duty I owe your Eminence as a 

Parent, will not ſuffer me to expoſe this 
Memorial, till I have communicated it to you, 
and once more ſought to obtain that Juſtice, 
the long Delay of which, has oblig'd me to 
write in this Manner. Tis with a Heart over- 
charg'd with the utmoſt Regret, I ſhould obey 
the ſevere Neceſſity of bringing to Light 
Things, which I cou'd wiſh might be for e- 
ver bury'd in Oblivion; but in che preſent ſci- 
tuation of my Affairs, my Honour and Re- 
putation will enforce me to it. 


Behold. by the enclos'd Papers, a full De- 
tection of the Crimes of thoſe Wretches, for 
whom I have been thus unworthily treated 
Vouchſafe to be convinc'd what they are, who 
by a partial Indulgence are permitted to laviſh 
on their. Exceſſes and Debaucheries, the Fruit 
of my long Labours, and triumph in ſucceſs- 
ful Villany, and the Knowledge that I ſuffer 
for their Crimes: am diſgrac'd and baniſh'd; 
and for no other viſible Reaton, than becauſe 
my Stay muſt have compell'd them to _

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what they had ſo baſely defrauded me of. Can 


vou your Eminence be ſenſible what I endure, 
yer imagine I can be ſilent under an Oppreſſion 
fo greivous? An Oppreffion, which I believe 


15 without a Precedent, even among the moſt 


barbarous Nations. 


Am ] not diſhonour'd, undone in every Cir- 
cumſtance; depriv'd at once of Honour, and 
of the Means to ſuſtain Life; oblig'd to be- 
come troubleſome to my Friends, even for a 
fmall Sum to bear my Expences from a Place, 
where I had liv d fifteen Years with the great- 
eſt Credit? What may not be expected from a 
Diſpair ſo juſtifiable as mine? In this cruel ſci- 
tuation, if your Eminence continues to deny 
me Redreſs, I ſhall not bluſh to publiſh thro' 
all Europe, the Truth of my Affairs. I am yet 
no more than 32 Years old, and it is well 
known have Skill enough in the Management 
of publick Affairs, as well as in the Mathe- 
maticks, to render my Service highly accepta- 
ble to Foreign Courts. But as it is not pro- 
bable I can enter into Engagements with any 
Miniſtry, without having firſt declar'd why I 
quitted thoſe I had to your Eminence, how 
will it agree with your Eminenc's Character of 
Juſtice in the World, when they ſhall be told, 
that 1 had the Honour of being imploy'd in 
the Finances, and Affairs of Commerce, in 
which, by my Sollicitations ſolely, 1 procur'd 
for the half-famiſh'd Perfians, in the Year 

1725, 
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1725, 18 Ship Load of Wheat from the Ports 
of England and Holland? And fince that, was 
truſted with the Management of the moſt de- 
licate and intricate Commiſſions to Foreign 
Parts, which 'tis well known I diſcharg'd with 
the utmoſt Integrity and Zeal, always beha- 
having with the ſtricteſt Honour at the Places 
I was ſent to. Yet the Recompence of my 
Services is Diſgrace, Proverty, Baniſhmenr. 


Reflect, I beſeech your Eminence, how 
Matters of Fact, thus truly recited, will found 
from the Mouth of Fame? If you have any 
ſecret Reaſons for my Removal; if any Parti- 
culars in my Conduct have been contradictory 
to vour Will, lefs Cruelty might have been ex- 
erciſed on a Perſon, who has the Honour to be 
ſo nearly ally'd to your Eminence by Blood. 
The Knowledge it was your Pleaſure, would 
have made me immediately retire from 
Paris: A voluntary Baniſhment ſhould have 
taken me from your Preſence, and methinks, 
might have ſerved the Purpoſe much better, 
than this publick Diſgrace of One, who not 
long ſince, your Eminence favour'd with ma- 
ny particular Marks of Love and Eſteem. 
When Monſieur Heraut, by the Inſtigation of 
my unworthy Siſter and the Abbe”, preſs'd your 
Eminence for an Order to arreſt me, you were 
pleas'd ro ſay, I was young and might come to 
my jelf. For Heavens fake! in what manner 
muſt 1 come to my ſelf? or what have I _ 

chat 
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that looks like an abſence of Mind? If guilty, 
I entreat but to know my Crime; and I will 
ſubmit to any thing, that Reaſon, Juſtice, or 
my Duty to your Eminence wall command ; 
but to be the Mark of Reſentment and Severi- 
ty, contrary to all Laws both human and Di- 
vine, abſolves me from Obedience, and ren- 
ders me capable of every Thing, that may vin- 
dicate, or relieve me. 


Pardon therefore, my Lord, whatever your 
Eminence may find bleameable in this Letter, 
and impure it to the Violence of my Grief 
and Diſpair. I am,
